INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 27.—The ap- 
pointments of Senator Conkling, which have 
received daily changes since their announce- 
ment, are now believed to be fixed; sending 
him to Richmond next Monday, Terre Haute 
on Wednesday, indianapolis Friday, and 
Lafayette Saturday.

InDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 27.—I give it as my 
serious judgment, after speaking in almost 
every Congressional district in Indiana and 
mingling with the people everywhere, Demo- 
crats as well as Republicans, that the State 
will vote a Republican majority.

Will not be laid away in vaults, or hid- 
den in remote localities, to lie dead, idle, and 
unproductive, except in small amounts. Cap- 
italists and business men cannot afford to 
permit this vast amount of. the world’s 
money to lie idle in their hands, Dur- 
ing the previous period of suspension 
a considerable amount of the specie 
fund was retained in the country, because it 
was required to pay duties on foreign un- 
portations, and to pay interest on the Na- 


tional bonds. This circumstance gave specie 


its speculative value, and a partial use as 
money. But the present Greenback program 
proposes to divest it of this as well as of all 
other praéti¢al uses in this country, Hence 
the possessors of gold and silver will seek to 
sell it for manufactured goods to countries 
that use it, The great bulk of the specie 
fund will go abroad. 

It may be safely estimated, then, that $500, - 
000,000 of American gold and silver will be 
exchanged for foreign manufactures, and 
that, thereafter, the current yield of the 
American mines, amounting to about $100,- 
000,000 a year, will follow the same course. 
It will be mainiy exchanged in England, 
France, Belgium, Germany, and the other 
manufacturing and commercial nations of 
the world for steel, iron, salt, coal, silks, 
satins, woolens, clothing of all kinds, wines, 
liquors, fruits, jewelry, luxuries,—in fact, 
all kinds of foreign manufacture which are 
in large part supplied by home enterprise. 
A foreign investment on this huge scale can- 
not be made without reducing in the same 
proportion the extent of American industry, 
—and this is the vital consideration in the 
issue which many mechanics and laboring 
men blindly and stupidly ignore. 

To exhaust the country of $500,000,000 in 
Specie now in actual use as money and the 
regular annual supply thereafter, and to in- 
vest that vast sum in the products and man- 
ufactures of foreign nations, will throw at 
least one million of mechanics and laborers 
out of employment 

Such is the inevitable outcome of the 
Greenback suicidai folly, if it shall succeed 
either by its own effort or through the co 
operation of the Democrats. 

The specie, when cut under by depreciated 
fiat paper at home, will go abroad. It will 
be exchanged. for products and manufactured 
articles that represent the aggregate labor of 
at leastone million of men. There will be a 
corresponding decrease in the purchase and 
consumption of home products dnd man u- 
factured articles, by reason of throwing a 
million of artisans and laborers out of work, 
and thus destroying their ability to buy even 
home-made goods and wares. 


the reduction of working time, the running 
of mills and shops with small forces and on 
short hours, the closing of a large part of the 
factories, furnaces, and mines,—and then 
strikes, collisions, riots, hard times, and uni- 
versal suffering and bad money. 

The sequence of events we have outlined 
is logical, unavoidable, The men who are 


thouchtlesly giving their support to the 
Greenback party, or sustaining the Demo- 
cratic party in its intrigues with the Green- 
backers, should give the outlook serious con- 
sideration.

CHOICE OF EVILS. 

The division in. the ranks of the Virginia 
Confederates has opened the way to the ne- 
groes to have their political rights respected 
and their votes counted.

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ENGLISH’S WEGRO CRY IN INDIANA. 

William H. English, who combines in his 
single person the exalted offices of Chairman 
of the Indiana Democratic Committee and 
Democratic candidate for the Vice-Presiden- 
cy, has no affection for the colored race. His 
career in Congress is a record of indastrious 
scheming against negro emancipation and in 
favor of slavery. His eloquence for years 
turned on the supposed impending hor- 
rors of miscegenation, the duty of 
subinitting to the demands of the 
slaveholders, and the social, material, 
and moral benefits of a system of human 
bondage. He was the author of a bill offer- 
ing a bribe in public lands to the people of 
Kansas on condition that they would adopt 
a slavebolding Constitution, and he once 
boasted on the floee of Congress that he was 
a spared monument of Northern mercy,— 
nearly the only member who voted for the 
pro-slavery Lecompton Constitution for Kan- 
sas that was reölected by a Northern constit- 
uency. 

It is not surprising thata man of Mr. En- 
glish’s experience and opinions should still 
hate the poor negroes. A black skin must 
still be for him an object of loathing and 
aversion. He must still believe the negroes 
as a race to be capable of the most fiendish 
designs on the peace, property, and lives of 
their white neighbors and fellow-citizens. 
We were prepared, therefore, to hear that Mr. 
English is satisfied of the existence of a negro 
conspiracy the object of which is to over- 
run the State of Indiana at the approaching 
election, and carry the State by a Southern 
exodus of fraudulent votes. This scheme is 
so entirely in keeping with the reputation 
for cunning and ferocity which Mr. English 
used to attribute to the broken-spirited 
freedmen of the South that it needs no 
prophet to come from the grave to say in 
whose fertile brain the fantom has now 
originated. 7 

The other Democratic managers in Indiana 
until very lately have not pretended to share 
the apprehensions of Mr. English, To their 
credit be it said, they have laughed his ridic- 
ulous bugbear almost out of existence. They 
have proven that the negroes had neither the 
courage nor the means to engage in so exten- 
sivea conspiracy. They have demonstrated the 
absolute ability of white Democrats, familiar 
with the localities in which they live, and 
possessed of all the powers of the laws and the 
courts, to erush out any and all attempts at 
fraud through the instrumentality of Illegal 
negro voters. The very clumsiness of the 
means would, as they have well shown, de- 
feat the object in view. 

But a change has suddenly taken place in 
the Democratic counsels.

The San Francisco Bulletin has a sensible arti- 
ele on the introduction of the smaller bits of 
change in that city. Only afew years ago the 
nickel was thoroughly despised, but it now cir- 
culates quite freely. Three-cent pieces and 
penuies especially find no takers,—a fact which 
the Bulletin very justiy condemns. The bankers 
are tendering exact change in one and three 
cent pieces. and hence, in spite of the contempt 
for them still felt by neariy all retail dealers, 
quite a “sprinkling” of them have found their 
way among the people. It an apple or a peach 
is only worth one or two cents, why should a 
man be forced to pay more than two prices for 
it? The principle is the same if an article is 
worth a dollar, and a man were charged two for 
it, simply because dealers took a dislike to the 
paper or the silver doliar. The dealers of San 
Francisco would do well to submit gracefully to 
the inevitable. Small change must circulate. 

Apropos to this subject it is stated that the 
Treasury at Washington is shipping daily to 
different partsof the country some $25,000 of 
fractional silver. The orders are mostly for 
dimes, hali-dimes, and quarters. Most of 
it is sent out in bags containing $70 each, 
which go through the mails as registered 
matter. This mode of distribution is becoming 
quite popular. Some silver has even been sent 
in this way to far distant Oregon. Five-cent and 
smaller fractions should be ordered direct from 
the mint. 

An article inthe New York Evening Post of 
last Friday gives a very satisfactory account of 
the dry-goods trade in that ‘city. Southern 
customers have bought very largely, 
and have more ready money to pay 
for their goods than in years past. 
Their crops are more varied than in former 
years, and hence their resources are not so lia- 
bie to failure. In the past whole districts would 
be given to a single staple,—cotton, tobacco, 
sugar, or rice, for instance,—and hence failure 
was extreme poverty for that section.
